The practical aaseta of a 
harbour tunnel can hardly: 
be disputed, and the real | 
bone of conten ion = is 
whether the Colony can 
finunelally afford the pro- 
ject. Here disputation be- 
comes more pronounced, and 
some sort of opinion from 
Government would be help- 
ful. In fact an expression of 
Governmen:’s attitude to 
the scheme generally would 
not come amiss, To date 
otficlaldom has kopt very 
quiet, contenting itself with 
laying before the public, 
wi hout comment, the ex- 
perts’ report on how a 
tunnel’ could Le constructed 
under the hurbour.
